G loria and Emilio Estefan have been successful in so many 
different areas of their lives, having won multiple Grammys, 
crafted numerous hit records, opened several restaurants and 
created quite a business empire out of their Miami home. 

Yet their most impressive success story is also a love story: 
The couple just celebrated 40 years of marriage this month. 

And the time has just breezed by for these lovebirds, who would share 
their secret to long-lasting love - if they had one. 


“You know what? There’s no secret. I wish 
I could tell you a secret,” Gloria Estefan says 
during a recent phone interview. “But, basi¬ 
cally, I think the most important thing is that 
we have the same priorities and same values. 

“Regardless of what may be going on, we 
each focus on each other. He has always tried 
to make life wonderful for me and I try to do 
the same for him.” 

The couple’s uplifting story, which stretches 
from their individual flights from their native 
Cuba to their meeting in Miami to eventual 
global superstardom, is told in the hit Broad¬ 
way musical “On Your Feet!” running Tues¬ 
day through Oct. 7 at the SHN Golden Gate 
Theatre in San Francisco and Oct. 9-14 at San 
Jose’s Center for the Performing Arts. 

It’s part of the first national tour for “On 
Your Feet!” following a nearly two-year stay 
for the musical on Broadway. 

“We are so happy to be able to reach all over 
the United States,” Emilio Estefan says during

a separate phone interview. “We’ve 
been sold out everywhere and the re¬ 
sponse from the crowd has been so 
positive.” 

The Estefans, of course, are one of 
the most successful couples in popu¬ 
lar music history. 

Since getting her start in the busi¬ 
ness in the late 1970s, first as a mem¬ 
ber of Miami Sound Machine, Glo¬ 
ria Estefan has scored nearly 40 No. 
1 hits on the Billboard charts. Her 
best-known works include “Conga,” 
“Rhythm Is Gonna Get You,” “1-2-3,” 
“Here We Are,” “Don’t Wanna Lose 
You” and, the musical’s namesake, 
“Get On Your Feet,” all of which are 
performed in the musical, along with 
many other songs — more than 20 
in all. 

Gloria Estefan’s many honors in¬ 
clude the Presidential Medal of 
Freedom, The Kennedy Center Hon¬ 
ors, the Ellis Island Congressional 
Medal of Honor, the Hispanic Heri¬ 
tage Award and a star on the Holly¬ 
wood Walk of Fame. 

Emilio Estefan is one of the world’s 
most successful music producers, 
who has worked with wife Gloria 
as well as such superstars as Jenni¬ 
fer Lopez, Shakira and Madonna. (“I 
have been a very understanding wife 
when he’s been in the studio with the 
likes of Madonna and Shakira and 
Jennifer Lopez,” Gloria Estefan notes 
wryly.) 

The Estefans have combined to 
win an astounding 26 Grammy 
Awards (seven for Gloria and 19 for 
Emilio). 

Yet the musical traces back well 
before the glory days. It addresses 
their early years in Miami, having 
both immigrated from Cuba at a 
young age — Gloria was just 2 years 
old, while Emilio was 15. They met 
when Gloria was 17, about to grad¬ 
uate from an all-girls Catholic high 
school, and soon began working to¬ 
gether. 

That led directly to the creation 
of Miami Sound Machine, a pioneer¬ 
ing group in the Latin-pop-crossover 
realm. Its success helped change the 
status quo in the industry, opening 
doors for countless Latin-pop acts 
to follow. 

“At the time that we started do¬ 
ing our music, most of the labels al¬ 
most forced you to change your last 
names and to change the sound,” 
Emilio Estefan says. “One of things

we feel proud of, me and Gloria, is 
that we didn’t change our last name 
and we didn’t change our sound. 
And we became successful not only 
here — we are successful all over the 
world. Gloria has sold over 100 mil¬ 


lion albums. 

“So, it’s a great feeling. When you 
believe in something, you have to 
stick with what you believe. This play 
definitely represents that.” 

And don’t be surprised if you see 
the Estefans sitting in the back of 
the audience during a performance 
of “On Your Feet!” in San Jose and/or 
San Francisco. They’ve been known 
to sneak into shows unannounced 
to watch the crowd react to the play, 
which not only covers the couple’s 
rise to the top of the charts but also 
the 1990 tour bus collision in Penn¬ 
sylvania that left Gloria Estefan seri¬ 
ously injured and in danger of never 
walking again. 

“You see all the families hugging 
and crying. Then I start crying, too. 
It’s a feeling that you cannot control, 
when you see an old person or some¬ 
body — a family hugging each other,” 
Emilio Estefan says. “I’m so happy we 
agreed to do this (play). We are send¬ 
ing a great message for the Ameri¬ 
can Dream.” 

And he’s not the only one tearing 
up. 

“It’s been very emotional, I can’t 
lie,” says Gloria Estefan, adding that 
she has seen “some people even sob¬ 
bing” at the performances. “We take 
(the audience) on a ride. If you want 
to be entertained — it’s good; you’re 
going to get that too. But we wanted 
them to feel something and take 
something of the play (with them) 
when they leave. And that’s been hap¬ 
pening, so we couldn’t ask for any¬ 
thing more.”

Estefan workin 
on new album; 
no plans for tour

Gloria Estefan has a lot going on. 

“We’re so busy with so many other things now that 
run — we have two hotels, we have like seven restau¬ 
rants — and (husband) Emilio and I are hands-on in 
all of that,” she says during a recent phone interview. 

And, of course, there’s the reason why we are even 
having this conversation — “On Your Feet!” the mu¬ 
sical about Gloria and Emilio Estefan plays in San 
Francisco and San Jose through Oct. 14. 

But fans will be happy to know that multi-plati- 
num-selling artist has also found time to hit the stu¬ 
dio and work on her first album since 2013’s “The 
Standards.” 

“We have done a reimagining of a lot of our hits plus 
four completely new songs and one Brazilian cover, 
recorded with the top Brazilian musicians in Brazil,” 
she says. 

“So, ‘Conga’ is now a samba. And it is insane.” 

We will have to wait at least a little while to hear 
it. The target release date of the full album is Janu¬ 
ary, “but we may put something out there — (like) club 
mixes — at the end of the year,” Estefan says. 

“I love Brazilian music,” she says. “It’s nice to do 
something like this. And I think the fans are really 
going to get a kick out of it.” 

Any chance she’ll support the new album by em¬ 
barking on her first tour since 2004? 

“I don’t think I’ll be touring,” she answers. “But 
I would love to do something in Brazil and record 
it live.” 

She says touring is like “boot camp” for her, but 
won’t rule out the chance she could someday hit the 
road again for some shows. 

“Who knows? You never say never. But right now 
there are no plans for any kind of tour.”

Lusty romances open SF Opera season

Popular one-acts ‘Cavalleria 
Rusticana,’ ‘Pagliacci’ return 
to company after long absence

Remember “Cav” and “Pag”? 

Opera’s best-known double bill — Mas¬ 
cagni’s “Cavalleria Rusticana” and Leonca¬ 
vallo’s “Pagliacci” — is returning to the San 
Francisco Opera as the first production of 
the company’s 96th season. The one-act op¬ 
eras have been absent from the company’s 
repertoire for nearly 15 years — San Fran¬ 
cisco Opera last produced them in 2003 — 
and they open Friday evening at the War 
Memorial Opera House to launch a gala 
opening weekend that also includes Doni¬ 
zetti’s “Roberto Devereux” and the compa¬ 
ny’s annual free outdoor concert, Opera in 
the Park. 

“Cavalleria Rusticana” and “Pagliacci” 
have been perennial favorites since their 
first performances — “Cavalleria” in 1890 
and “Pagliacci” in 1892. With their depic¬ 
tions of torrid love affairs among common 
folk — a radical departure from the gods 
and kings portrayed in previous eras — 
these one-act masterworks epitomize op¬ 
era’s slice-of-life verismo style. They remain 
among the opera world’s most frequently 
performed works. 

“There’s something so powerful about 
these operas,” says Jose Maria Condemi, 
who is directing the double bill. “They just 
go straight to the heart.” 

Both operas take place in small commu¬ 
nities — “Pagliacci” in a traveling comme- 
dia dell’arte troupe, “Cavalleria” in a rustic 
Italian village — and this production, which 
was originally conceived, designed and di¬ 
rected by Argentine tenor Jose Cura, places 
them in the La Boca district of Buenos Ai¬ 
res. Now a tourist hot spot known for its col¬ 
orful architecture and tango performances, 
it was once, says Condemi, who grew up in 
Buenos Aires, a close-knit community made 
up largely of Italian immigrants — render¬ 
ing it an apt setting for “Cav” and “Pag.” 

“The neighborhood of La Boca is very 
much a Little Italy — or at least it was at 
the beginning of the 20th century, when 
this opera is set,” the director said in a re¬ 
cent interview at the War Memorial Opera 
House. “With the massive immigration that 
took place then, many Italians landed there. 
It reminded them of Genoa, and they cre¬ 
ated something that still has that earthy,

authentic immigrant feel to it.” 

According to Condemi, the production 
re-creates that feeling in loving detail. 
“When I first saw it,” he said, “it looked just 
like a postcard of that place.” 

Cura, whose only singing appearance at 
S.F. Opera was in 1996, as Don Jose in “Car¬ 
men,” brought many authentic touches to 
his production, which premiered in Liege, 
Belgium, and was subsequently presented 
to great acclaim in Argentina. Condemi, 
who spent time with the tenor-director in 
Prague before restaging the operas in San 


Francisco, says it links the two works in in¬ 
teresting ways, creating a single community 
present in both. 

Condemi, who chairs the San Francisco 
Conservatory of Music’s music-theater de¬ 
partment in addition to his work on the S.F. 
Opera staff, says he finds the verismo style 
endlessly fascinating. “There’s an equal¬ 
izing quality to certain works of art — at 
some point, we can all relate,” he said. “The 
heated passions, the raw emotion — it’s all 
just beneath the surface. And the music is 
gorgeous.” 

The “Cavalleria Rusticana” cast includes 
mezzo-soprano Ekaterina Semenchuk as 
Santuzza and tenor Roberto Aronica as 
Turiddu; appearing in “Pagliacci” are tenor 
Marco Berti as Canio, soprano Lianna Ha- 
routounian as Nedda and baritone David 
Pershall as Silvio. Baritone Dimitri Plata- 
nias sings the roles of Alfio in “Cav” and 
Tonio in “Pag.” Daniele Callegari conducts. 

After opening night, the company moves 
on to “Roberto Devereux.” Donizetti’s op¬ 
era, opening on Saturday, also promises 
a rare dramatic experience. The third of 
Donizetti’s “triple crown” trio of Tudor op¬ 


eras (following “Anna Bolena” and “Maria 
Stuarda”), it centers on Queen Elizabeth I, 
or Elisabetta. The role was a career-mak¬ 
ing one for soprano Beverly Sills; today, Son- 
dra Radvanovsky, one of the leading dra¬ 
matic sopranos of our time, has made it 
her own. Joining Radvanovsky are mezzo- 
soprano Jamie Barton as Sara; Andrew G. 
Manea, replacing the originally scheduled 
Artur Rucinski, makes his role debut as the 
Duke of Nottingham. The production is by 
British director Stephen Lawless; the con¬ 
ductor is Riccardo Frizza. 

Then there’s Opera in the Park. Among 
the Bay Area’s many musical traditions, 
San Francisco Opera’s annual free concert 
is one of the best outdoor events of the year. 
If “Cav” and Pag” and “Roberto Devereux” 
haven’t left you completely spent, head to 
Robin Williams Meadow in Golden Gate 
Park Sunday afternoon. Artists from the 
2018-19 season will sing arias, duets and 
ensembles from the company’s season; the 
music starts at 1:30 p.m.

Where are the women in classical music season?

one might be for¬ 
given for wonder¬ 
ing where the women are. 

That’s not to say there aren’t 
a number of female artists on 
the schedule — there are. This 
season will see performances by 
pianist Yuja Wang (Sept. 13-16, 
San Francisco Symphony), Ital¬ 
ian soprano Carmen Giannat- 
tasio (Oct. 3-30, San Francisco 
Opera) and the early music en¬ 
semble Tenet, led by artistic di¬ 
rector Jolie Greenleaf (Oct. 12, 
San Francisco Performances), to 
name just a few. 

But women composers and 
conductors? Not so much. 

As in past years, there’s a 
shocking lack of numbers in 
those categories. Even in the 
age of #MeToo, women are still 
woefully underrepresented on 
the podiums and programs of 
the classical music world. 

Why this is still the case is 
anybody’s guess. It’s not that 
there aren’t capable women 
working as composers and con¬ 
ductors. Last month’s Cabrillo 
Festival in Santa Cruz was in¬ 
structive. The annual contempo¬ 
rary music event (led for many 
years by the great American 
conductor Marin Alsop), has al¬ 
ways featured women compos¬ 
ers, and this year’s installment, 
conducted by current music di¬ 
rector Cristian Macelaru, in¬ 
cluded works by Anna Clyne, 
Zosha Di Castri, Missy Mazzoli 
and Vivian Fung. 

This season, music lovers 
might have to search for com¬ 
parable programs. Women, it 
seems, still face an uphill bat¬ 
tle when it comes to equal time 
on classical music stages. Works 


by female composers are often 
relegated to the first 10 minutes 
of a concert. It’s just as diffi¬ 
cult for female conductors, who 
can spend years vying for guest 
slots — unless, like Opera Par- 
allele’s Nicole Paiement, they 
launch their own companies. 

So, as the 2018-19 season gets 
underway, we combed through 
the calendar and found some 
promising events that will fea¬ 
ture women — both on the pro¬ 
gram and on the podium. Here’s 
a partial list.

There’s something about “The

After 20years, Steve Bernstein’s uproari¬ 
ous Sexmob has lost none of its volatile 
potency.

Birthday salute to George Jones 

The future pedal steel maestro Bobby 
Black was a teenager playing in the house 
band at San Jose’s Tracy Gardens in the 
early 1950s when he first encountered 
George Jones, an enthusiastic young 
Marine stationed at Moffett Field.

A lt’s pretty chronolog¬ 
ical. It starts in Sea¬ 
son 1 and it goes, overall, 
all the way through Sea¬ 
son 7. It has all the big mo¬ 
ments from the different 
seasons that you would ex¬ 
pect and hope to see and 
relive, as I would like to 
say, like the Red Wedding, 
for example.

Q How is the footage 
from the TV show in¬ 
corporated into the con¬ 
cert? 

A The stage is liter¬ 
ally traveling with 
us and gets set up every 
night. Everything is de¬ 
signed around “Game of 
Thrones.” There is a big 
screen that shows the foot¬ 
age. We spend a lot of time 
watching all the seasons 
— it’s hours and hours 
of footage that we actu¬ 
ally just sit down and go 
through and create mon¬ 


tages to really condense 
this down to two hours. 

Obviously, it’s primarily 
focused on the music. But 
there’s also dialogue ev¬ 
ery once in a while. Some¬ 
times before a piece or af¬ 
ter a piece, we’ll put in 
some of the key sentences 
from some of the scenes. 
The audience always gets 
excited when there is some 
dialogue that pops out. 

Part of the design of the 
show is to make you feel 
like you were really there, 
in Westeros. When we play 
a piece that is north of 
“The Wall,” we have sim¬ 
ulation of snow actually 
coming down on the audi¬ 
ence. When you see drag¬ 
ons onscreen, in a battle, 


we might do some pyro. 

Q Sounds like a good 
way for fans to tide 
tnemselves over while they 
wait for Season 8. 

A Exactly.... Season 
1 was, what, 2011? 
There are really things 
you kind of forget. You for¬ 
get where the characters 
started out from and how 
they developed. This show, 
I think, does a good job in 
a very quick way — within 
2, 2 Vi hours — (of taking) 
you through those story¬ 
lines and character arcs 
again. It really does get 
people pumped up for the 
upcoming season. 

Q Does the concert 
start, like the TV 
snow, with that opening 
piece of music? 

A lt does. There is a lit¬ 
tle intro. And then we 
definitely start with the 
main title theme. 

Q How much work have 
you done on Sea¬ 
son 8? 

A Nothing yet, actually. 

I haven’t started. I 
haven’t seen anything yet.

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Shelby explores Negro Leagues and the Blues* 


Bay Area musician 
and composer debuts 
his latest work in 
a free show in S.F.

Bassist and composer Marcus 
Shelby loves to talk about his mu¬ 
sical heroes, sharing insights about 
jazz icons like Duke Ellington, 
Charles Mingus and Miles Davis. 

But if you really want to get him 
going, ask him about the Giants’ 
pitching rotation. Or the personnel 
moves the Warriors should make in 
the offseason. Follow him on social 
media, and you’ll read his smart 
postgame (sometimes intragame) 
commentary delivering correc¬ 
tives and plaudits to his beloved 
Bay Area teams. 

Given his enthusiasm for sports, 
it was hardly a surprise to hear 
about his latest project, “Black 
Ball: The Negro Leagues and the 
Blues,” which brings together his 
parallel passions for baseball, Af¬ 
rican-American history and jazz. 
Commissioned by the Yerba Buena 
Gardens Festival, the production 
premieres Saturday afternoon at 
Yerba Buena Gardens. 

“I’ve had a dual personality for a 
long time,” says Shelby, 52. “I came 
up as an athlete, playing Little 
League and football, and I went to 
college on a basketball scholarship. 
But once I got involved in music, 
that all took a back seat because of 
the commitment that music takes.” 

Over the past 15 years or so, 
Shelby has focused his creative 
energy on a series of hard-swing¬ 
ing works exploring key histori¬ 
cal events and personalities, like 
the 2011 album “Soul of the Move¬ 
ment: Meditations on Dr. Martin 
Luther King Jr.” (Porto Franco). In 
recent years, he’s served as a mu¬ 
sical foil for playwright and ac¬ 
tor Anna Deavere Smith through¬ 
out the interview-driven creation 
of her one-woman show about the 
school-to-prison pipeline, “Notes 
from the Field.” 

“Her process is genius,” he says. 
“As much as I can absorb from her,

He plans to reprise “Black Ball” 
in May as part of his stint as an 
SFJazz resident artistic director. 

Shelby collaborated with vet¬ 
eran Bay Area director Val Hen¬ 
drickson, who wrote the book 
with scenes featuring historical 
figures such as pitcher Satchel 
Paige (played by African-American 
Shakespeare Theater artistic direc¬ 


tor L. Peter Callender). Pioneering 
female Negro League player Tori 
Stone and Effa Manley, co-owner 
of the Negro League World Series 
champion Newark Eagles (played 
by vocalists Tiffany Austin and 
Kim Nalley, respectively) also 
speak their piece. 

While Major League Baseball of¬ 
ten celebrates itself as a vanguard 
force for integration starting with 
Jackie Robinson’s 1947 break¬ 
through on the Brooklyn Dodg¬ 
ers, the sudden loss of top talent 
led to the collapse of the Negro Na¬ 
tional League after the 1948 sea¬ 
son. The Newark Eagles’ Manley, 
a savvy businesswoman, fought 
to make sure that black teams re¬ 
ceived compensation when players 
under contract decamped for MLB. 

With its deep current of irony, 
biting humor and communal re¬ 
lease, the blues is an ideal vehicle 
for exploring the bittersweet after- 
math of Robinson’s triumph. Shel¬ 
by’s music draws on that deep well, 
with “variations of the blues, spiri¬ 
tuals, dirges, anything that’s a by¬ 


product of the blues and swing,” 
he says. 

In many ways, the Marcus 
Shelby Orchestra embodies the 
power of all kinds of diversity. The 
14-piece ensemble features veteran 
cats like baritone saxophonist Fil 
Lorenz and trombonist Charles 
Hamilton, who mentored hun¬ 
dreds of musicians as the direc¬ 
tor of the Berkeley High jazz pro¬ 
gram for more than three decades. 
In the trumpet section, the power¬ 
house Bill Ortiz, who spent more 
than 15 years touring with San¬ 
tana, blows alongside 18-year-old 
Kate Williams, a standout in the 
SFJazz High School All-Stars. 

“I’m kind of conscious about 
that, but not in any forced way,” 
Shelby says. “It’s a lot like baseball. 
A coach puts a team on a field with 
a mix of veterans and young play¬ 
ers. I’ve thought a lot about how 
an ensemble can create an over¬ 
all expression. The diversity of the 
band can really enhance that. A 
big band looks like a village, with 
good young players, older players 


who can serve as mentors and ev¬ 
erything in between.” 

Beyond the gender, ethnic and 
chronological mix, Shelby’s band 
reflects an unusual geographi¬ 
cal blend, bringing together top 
players from across the region. 
The stellar San Jose saxophon¬ 
ist Kristen Strom, a highly re¬ 
garded bandleader in her own 
right, joined the fold about a year 
ago, though she’s known Shelby for 
years and exchanges sports obser¬ 
vations with him on Facebook 

“Like all of Marcus’ stuff, it just 
swings like crazy,” says Strom, who 
celebrates the release of her new 
album “Moving Day: The Music 
of John Shifflett” at the Monterey 
Jazz Festival. “The soloists are re¬ 
ally going for that groove, playing 
with authority and soul. Marcus is 
so amazing and creative and inclu¬ 
sive. He has these great ideas and 
makes them happen, which is not 
that common.”

Garrett + Moulton explores mourning, joy 


Company unveils 
emotional works 
‘Stabat Mater’ and 
‘Mad Brass’ at YBCA

In the New Orleans jazz funeral 
tradition, mournful dirges and 
hymns accompany the parade of 
dead from the church to entomb¬ 
ment in the cemetery. But once 
the body is laid to rest, the musi¬ 
cians cut loose and raucous play¬ 
ing and dancing are de rigueur 
for celebrating the life of the de¬ 
ceased. 

A hint of that tradition comes 
to San Francisco this week when 
the dancers of Garrett + Moulton 
Productions hit the stage at Yerba 
Buena Center for the Arts The¬ 
ater, presenting the premieres of 
“Stabat Mater” and “Mad Brass.” 

The version of the Stabat Mater 
used in this production was com¬ 
posed by Italian Giovanni Battista 
Pergolesi, who died shortly after 
writing it, at age 26 in 1736. 

Choreographers Charles 
Moulton and Janice Garrett have 
previously collaborated on such 
works as “Speak, Angels” and 
“The Luminous Edge,” so delving 
into the spiritual is nothing new 
for them. Moulton points out that 
“the Stabat Mater dolorosa is the 
sadness of a mother at the death 
of her child, of Mary at the death 
of Jesus. It is Judeo-Christian, but 
it speaks to a sense of mourning 
that is nondenominational.” 

Garrett adds, “We started with 
the idea of doing an evening- 
length work and the underlying 
theme of it was the irrepressibil- 
ity of the human spirit. As we got 
further into the investigation of 
what that would look like, through 
a long circuitous journey, we came 
to the Stabat Mater because we 
had listened to it for a long time 
and we had always talked about 
doing a piece to it. That caught me 
by surprise, but this was the time. 

“As we started to feel the 
weight and spiritual aspects of

the Pergolesi (composition) we 
began to look for something that 
would counterbalance it, that was 
related but really different.” 

The choice was the Romanian 
Roma music of the renowned 
brass band Fanfare Ciocarlia for 
“Mad Brass.” 

“The Romanians just pick up 
their horns and they blow,” says 


Moulton. “It’s not particularly in¬ 
trospective. It doesn’t deal with 
sadness, loss or mortality. It’s 
completely joyful, dynamic and 
colorful.” 

“In ‘Stabat Mater,’ it’s being 
able to transcend deep states of 
inexpressible grief. In ‘Mad Brass’ 
it’s joy — living life to the nth de¬ 
gree,” Garrett says. “I think they 
are really connected. In the Per¬ 
golesi, even though there are very 
deep and low places in the human 
psyche, because of music’s uplift¬ 
ing and soaring you can come out 
of those undercurrents.” 

Watching a rehearsal of “Sta¬ 
bat Mater” confirms that the com¬ 
pany is comprised of five very ex¬ 
pressive solo dancers who have 
the technical skills to execute 
whatever Garrett and Moulton 
throw at them choreographi- 
cally. The addition of an 18-mem¬ 
ber movement choir, the equiva¬ 
lent of a corps de ballet, brings 


the total to 23 dancers on stage. 

The effect, Garrett says, is “Peo¬ 
ple are experiencing something 
together, going through it and 
transforming the journey of col¬ 
lective experience. There is a lot of 
nuance in it and it’s been a chal¬ 
lenge working with the movement 
choir of younger, less experienced 
dancers and trying to draw out 
certain qualities in them.” 

Moulton adds, “It’s been inter¬ 
esting working on both pieces. 
‘Mad Brass’ is very easy to make. 
The music is incredibly simple. 
The way it’s structured, every¬ 
body is infected by that music. 
‘Mad Brass’ is a series of differ¬ 
ent scenarios within a connected 
whole. In the ‘Stabat,’ all the for¬ 
mal elements in the the work need 
to cohere and progress in a fash¬ 
ion which in the overall statement 
is clear, and with the ‘Mad Brass,’ 
the overall statement is clear from 
the first and we’re just going to 


run with it.” 

The two works employ several 
visual elements, Garrett says. 

“There are red arrows and 
letters on flip cards to spell out 
words,” she says. “Working with 
props is a lot harder than you’d 
think.” 

“The arrows and other objects 
become something else when ma¬ 
nipulated,” Moulton adds. “They 
become elements of a farce and 
the stage is loaded with informa¬ 
tion.” 

Is it sacrilegious to juxtapose 
these two diametrically opposed 
pieces of music on the same pro¬ 
gram? Pergolesi was primarily 
noted for his light comic operas 
and even his Stabat Mater was 
criticized for not being ponderous 
enough. Perhaps he, relishing the 
irony, would give his blessing to 
the marriage of sorrow and cele¬ 
bration envisioned by Garrett and 
Moulton.

Lillie Mae’s: The soul of San Jose 


Barbecue and soul food fans 
can satisfy their cravings 
as the restaurant brings its 
tasty dishes to a new home

Just a few months after closing their 
doors in Santa Clara, Rhonda Manning 
and the Gaulden family have reopened Lil¬ 
lie Mae’s Soul BBQin a former A&W in San 
Jose. Here’s a first look inside the new bar¬ 
becue and soul food digs. 

the vibe » Housed in a former fast-food 
restaurant, the unmistakable red roofline 
makes Lillie Mae’s cheerful from the get- 
go. The Mason jar light fixtures and brick 
walls adorned with family photos make the 
space feel welcoming and homey. Oversized 
letters on one side of the counter spell out 
E-A-T, reminding you what you’re here to do. 

Place your order at the counter, then 
grab a seat and wait for your number to 
be called. There are a few tables outside on 
the enclosed patio, which faces the parking 
lot. Inside the small, air-conditioned din¬ 
ing room, you’ll find a couple of red vinyl 
booths, plus tables and a small bar. (Par¬ 
ties of more than six will have a hard time 
squeezing in.) 

the food » All the usual suspects are here 
at lunch, from smoked chicken ($11.95) to 
sliced hot links ($11.95) and fried catfish 
($14.95). Two-way combos offer up a mix, in¬ 
cluding the very popular No. 8, fried chicken 
and ribs ($15.95). But who could pass up 
No. 1, brisket and hot links ($16.95) with 
a side of sweet coleslaw, or sweet baked 
beans or steak fries? At dinner, it’s two 
sides and everything is priced a bit higher. 

Chicken and waffles get their own menu 
section with four options: The fragrant cin¬ 
namon-scented Signature ($14.95) — the 
aroma wafts across the eatery — or for $2 
more, peach cobbler, “Makin’ Bacon” and 
chocolate chip. 

Wash it down with soda, beer, Southern 
sweet tea ($3.95) or grape mimosas ($11), 
and save room for dessert — peach cobbler, 
perhaps, or sweet potato pie ($6.50 each). 

good to know » Portions are on the small 
side, so go ahead and order a side of crispy 
hush puppies ($4.95). And if you are com¬

Los Altos’ Dana 
Nachman and Alameda’s 
Don Hardy — who scored a 
beloved hit with the docu¬ 
mentary “Batkid Begins” — 
take the ideal approach for 
this family-friendly find, a 
crowd-pleaser that’ll elicit 
plentiful aahs, sniffles and 
smiles, sometimes at the 
same time.

In 
the R-rated “Peppermint,” 
she gets all “Punisher” on 
perpetrators. 

Indie offerings 

“The Apparition” takes a 
more intellectual, less hor¬ 
rific look into a religious 
setting than “The Nun” as 
a journalist investigates 
claims that a novitiate has 
seen a vision of the Virgin 
Mary. 

“A Whale of a Tale” 
springboards off the Oscar- 
winning — and soul-scar¬ 
ring — “The Cove.”

The goal is 
to help these brave women 
gain confidence and skills 
to become leaders in the 
community. It’s a tough 
watch, but one that cham¬ 
pions hope and resiliency.
